Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Matkin argues that the present invention claims a step of treating 
the exposed surface of the dielectric layer without any deposition of treated material. In particular, the treatment 
involves borane or silane which does not result in any retention of borane or silane in the dielectric layer. See claim 1. 
Mr. Matkin cites a newly submitted Tsan reference as a supporting reference in his argument. However, the examiner 
notes that Mr. Matkin*s argument appears to provoke a lack of support in the original disclosure for the claims' 
language. The original disclsoure does not support the same meaning, as Mr. Matkin contended, of the phrase 
"without depositing any material onto the exposed oxide-containing surface during any of said treating". In fact, the 
originial disclosure states that boron or silicon from borane or silane treatment may appear in the layer after the 
treatment step (see page 13, [0026]). The only material that is not in the layer is the "OH" group (see page 12, [0025]). 
Generally in the art, a treatment of any layer with borane or silane will result in a retention of boron or silicon, because 
boron and silicon are active material and they will react with the material that associates with them. In instance where 
a material is treated in an inert gas environment such as nitrogen gas, the nitrogen will not be retained. Here, in the 
present invention the treated step is performed in an active environment with borane or silane, rather than in an inert 
gas environment. Thus.in light of further consideration of Mr. Matkin's arguments with respect to the claims* language, 
the examiner will bring forth the issue of 112 problem in the attached Office Action. The newly cited reference Tsan 
teaches a method of making a dielectric layer, Si02, using silane {SiH4) and N20. Note that silicon is relented in the 
treatment step of making the dielectric layer. Lastly, Mr. Matkin requests for the rejoiner of the non-elected claims, but 
the examiner reminds Mr, Matkin of the procedure and that the rejected claims have not yet been resolved. 
Furthermore, Mr. Matkin requests for an examinination of the withdrawal claims 103-129. The examiner will take into 
consideration and review the claims accordingly 
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
